That this is not a sufficient 
yield to make it profitable for farmers 
to grow wheat is claimed 
by

Johnson for the farmers. 
That the ag- j 
riculturists themselves are com ing to 
understand this is shown by other; 
figures set out in the report. 
These 
statistics show' that the acreage of j 
la n d .given over to wheat cultivation j 
decreased wonderfully in the last year.
